The body of the man found in the 
Mississippi River at the foot of Blow 
Street at & o'clock Wednesday morning 
was identified shortly after noon as 
that of August W. Niehaus of 3988 North 
Eleventh street, by relatives who called 
at the Morgue. 

Niehaus’ wife and neighbors had ex- 
pressed the fear that he had drowned 
himself ever since his disappearance at 
6 o'clock last Sunday morning. After 
he left home he was seen along the 
river front at Angelica street, and is 
said to have asked for whisky at a 
levee boathouse. He leaves three chil- 
dren besides his widow. 

When the body was found there was 
no coat and a small silver matchbox 
was the only article found that would 
lead to any clew as to the man’s iden- 
tity. There were no laundry marks or 
other indications of his identity on his 
clothing. 


Mrs. Niehaus is the daughter of Wil- 
liam Sommers, a horse collar manufac- 
turer at Broadway and Destrehan street. 
She lived in a well-appointed upper fiat. 
Her husband had worked for the past 
16 years as bookkeeper for her father. 
They were married in 1897 and have 
three children—William, 8 years old; 
Carl, 6 and Elenora, 11 months old. 

“My husband often told’ me he wished 
heJwas as good as I,” said Mrs. Niehaus 
. before the body was identified. “I guess { 
was too watchful over him. He liked to 
drink and that grieved me go. I always 
spoke about it when he drank too much. 

“He got up at 3 Sunday morning and 
said he was going to leave me. ‘Don’t 
g0. Don’t go,’ I pleaded, ‘think of the 
little baby here upon the bed, Don't 
leave her.’ 

“He lay down again, but soon got 
up and prepared to leave the house. 
‘Don't worry, he said. ‘You see I 
haven't any money. I will be back.’ 
He did not bid me or the _ babies 
good-by. 


Never Went to a Party. 


“And I think so much of him. He 
had his faults, but I tried to over- 
look them. But he didn’t care for 
me. He used to love me, but the last 
year he slipped from my grasp. What 
I had to say fell upon ears that didn't 
hear. He grew tired of me. I never 
went any place except between here 
and my mother’s in the next block. I 
never went to a party. I always kept 
the house nice and had meals for him 
at all odd hours. 

“After I had been alone all day, at 
times, he’d come home late to dinner 
and right away would put on his hat 
and go out to stay till, maybe, f2, 
maybe 1. Often I asked him for the 
little baby’s sake not to leave us 
alone, but he just walked away.” 

Niehaus’ work had not been up to 
the standard at his father-in-law’s 
collar factory the last two months. 
He had been warned before on ac- 
count of drinking. Recently he was 
warned in a drastic way. He was 
told not to come back to work Mon- 
day and his keys were taken from 
him. Sommers says he had been dis- 
charged before, but always had been 
taken b back. 

“We were trying to bluff him into 
g00d behavior again,” said Sommers. 
“but this time he took it seriously, I 

uess. He drank considerable, but I 

now many men that drank more 
than he. We had him in a sanitarium 
for three weeks in May. He should 
have remained longer, but would not.”

WAY FOR HEARST LEAGUE

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 26.—William 
Randolph Hearst will be nominated for 
Governor by the Democratic State Con- 
vention probably this evening and 
the Democratic party will be turned 
over to the Independence League, which 
will conduct his campaign. The Demo- 
cratic leaders have been outgeneraled. 

Murphy, mairtaining his cunning pol- 
icy of silence, has never made a spe- 
cific declaration for Hearst. Murphy 
drove a hard bargain with Hearst. He 
demanded and got Hearst's support for 
his local tickets. He got recognition 
for Conners. He got help in his plan 
to humiliate Mayor McClellan. He got 
a place in State politics, which, he 
thinks, makes him leader, and he also 
made it plain that he, personally, would 
never come out openly for Hearst. 

The positions of Jerome and McClel- 
lan have been pathetic. They have had 
no support, no attention and no suc- 
cess. Murphy has beaten them at 


every turn.

Stracolers ‘From Great Flock 
Give Boys Lively

Myriad butterfites, all moving in a gen- 
eral southerly direction over. the city, 
attracted much attention Wednesday 
afternoon, particularly in the business 
streets. Broadway was dotted with 
little groups of men who craned their 
necks and shaded their eyes against* the 
sun while tney started at the unusual 
spectacle. 

The butterflies were very large, some 
measuring about three inches from tip 
to tip of their wings, and were of a 
iight brownish color . They moved in a 
flock, occasionally circling, but all main- 
taining a geieral progress southward. 

The main body of the flock flew hig@ 
in the air, well above the roofs of the 
tall buildings. At first glance some per- 
sons who saw them thought they were 
small birds. Their motion was more 
steady and less erratic than that of the 
butterfly usually is. They flew in a busi- 
ness-like way. 

Stragglers that wandered from. the 
flock and circled gracefully about office 
windows in skyscrapers or close to the 
streets were subjected to spasmodic ef- 
forts at capture with hats and caps. 
Newsboys quit crying their papers to 
chase the pretty visitors. The butter- 
flies were all of about the same color 
and size. 

The seutherly migration was first ob- 
served when the sun appeared after the 
drizzling rain at noon. It continued for 
more than two hours.

An attempt by a woman to set fire

Beside the bottle from which kero- 
sene was poured on the fence back of 
the home was found a peculiar sign. It 
consisted of the numeral 4 with a tri- 
angle, the whole surrounded by three 
concentric: circles, and was scartched 
ae. the soft earth, apparently with a 
stick. 

John Walsh, a grandson of Collins, 
was playing in the alley back of the 
home, between Belleglade avenue and 
Whittier street, when he saw a stout 
woman, clothed’ in black, pass him. 
Just back of his grandfather's home 
he saw her stoop for several second 
Then ~ she straightened up, thre 
something on the ground and start 
away. Flames leaped into the air and 
the boy ran shouting into the house. 

The woman made her escape through 
a vacant lot, and was not seen again 
in that vicinity, Neighbors formed a 
bucket brigade and extinguished the 
flames before they gained much head- 
way. The fence runs close to the rear 
of the home, and if the fire had grown 
it would have ignited the dwelling, Col- 
lins says. 

Collins is 50 years old, and has lived at 
the BelHleglade address 14 years.

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POPULATION AND RENTS. 

Ii was rather amusing to note that two members 
of the Million Population Club, which is in danger 
of being dubbed the Depopulation Club, in two brief 
speeches at Monday night’s meeting completely 
knocked the wind out of the high-rent howlers. 


John T. Nolde invited the people to come to the 
Tenth Ward, where he said rents are low and there 


is plenty of room. Mr. Nolde proved his statement 
by describing the advantages of his own house, for 


which he pays a rental of $25 a month. 

Mr. E. B. Filzinger, representative of the Latin- 
American Club, indorsed Mr. Nolde’s statement that 
rents are low in Sotith St. Louis, where, he assert- 
ed, there is room for 200,000 persons. Mr. Filzinger 
said that the high rents are in the West End, the 
reason for them being the desire of tenants to “live 
in a swell part of the city and be in the swim.” 

The whole rent question was practically exhaust- 
ed by these speeches, except in so far as cheap and 
wholesome suburban homes may be thrown open to 
working people by rapid transit, or model tenements 
may be built to accommodate the very poor. Prop- 








fashionable sections of every city, but so long as 
comfortable houses, convenient to shops and offices 
may be obtained at moderate prices and rentals, the 
high prices of fashionable residences work no hard- 
ships upon families of moderate means or upon the 
very poor. 

Rents and prices in the choicest and costliest sec- 
tions of St. Louis are not to be compared with those 
of similar localitites in New York, but the fact is 
that they have been compared in this high-rent out- 
cry with the cheaper localities of the great cities. 
But if the rents and prices of houses on Lindell 


contiguous streets equaled those of the best ave- 
nues and boulevards of Chicago and New York, no 
one would be driven or kept away from St. Louis, 
so long as there are comfortable houses at mod- 
erate prices and rentals and cheap lands in North 
and South St. Louis and the suburbs. The fact that 
persons of modest means cannot buy costly and rare 
goods in the stores or the choicest cuts of meat and 


‘delicacies out of season in the markets does not 


make it impossible for them to live in St. Louis, so 
long as they can buy excellent goods and whole- 
some foods at. lower prices. 

The conditions in the matter of homes offered 
wage earners and men of small. salaries in St. Louis 
are incomparably better than those of New York 
and Chicago. Residence property is cheaper in St. 
Louis and in the suburbs of St. Louis than in any 
other city of its class, and in many below its class. 
There is an abundance of unutilized land within the 
borders of St. Louis. The poor man in St. Louis is 
not limited to a choice of stuffy rooms-in crowded 
boxes of brick and mortar, but he can have a house 
or apartment and a yard—a home in reality, as well 
as in name. 

But if conditions were far worse than they are 
in St. Louis—if they were as bad as possible on 
account of the overcrowding of the house room by 
the population, mere shrieks and howls against high 
rents, and mere abuse of property owners would be 
futile and absurd. To condemn a city as an unfit 
place to live in and its property owners as extor- 
tionists because a temporary excess of the demand 
for houses over the supply result¢ in a rise of rents 
would be unjust and foolish. 

Is St. Louis unfit to live in and are physicians 
and surgeons extortionists because some distin- 
guished St. Louis physicians and surgeons whose 
services are in great demand charge high fees? Is 
St. Louis unfit to live in because storekeepers make 
good profits on attractive wares? 

Present conditions in St, Louis indicate prosperous 
business and a rapidly growing population. / These 
conditions cause temporary ifconveniences and hard- 
ships which will be adjusted in time. The city is 
developing on excellent lines, with an absence of the 
crowded apartments and tenements. Let us meet 
the problems of a rising tide of business and an in- 
creasing population, not by abusing St. Louis, her 
property owners and her business men, but by sane- 
ly and sensibly planning to extend the available res- 
idence territory through the right sort of rapid 
transit for cheap fares, and to increase the right sort 
of houseroom by building model apartments and 
homes. In short, let us recognize and meet the 
irresistible law of supply and demand which governs 
the prices of houses as it does those of commodi- 
ties, by wise, timely, progressive action which will 
encourage, not discourage, investment, and will pro- 
mote, not hinder, growth. These methods should 
be adopted by the Million Club, which departs from 
its proper function when it encourages or counte- 
nances the rash or unjust abuse of St. Louis or any 
class of the city’s business men. 
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Europe is beginning to inquire about the St. Louis 
method of clarifying river water. President Fran- 
cis should have had slips of the recipe with him, to 


be. handed to! the ‘various. monarchs who met him. 
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‘Uncle Samyel should immediately note. that. the 
steamer Lora of St. Louis reached Kansas City with- 
out touching a bar or running against a snag. 
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The free trade between Uncle Joe Cannon’s State 
and Missouri have done wonders in advancing the 
prosperity of both.

LONG TUNNEL AND SEWER 


Boulevard to Jefferson Bar- 
racks Possible Complement 
of the Plan. 


A plan for ‘abating the nuisance re- 
sulting from/the discharge of sewage 
into River des Peres has been suggested 
to the Boaril of Public Improvements 
by Engineer Julius Pitzman. The plan 
provides for taking. the curves out of 
the river and for shortening it from its 
resent length of 164% miles to 9% miles, 
y means of a tunnel through the solid 


limestone of Art Hill in Forest Park. 
zo Myers expenditure exceeding $1,000,- 


Much complaint has come to the 
Board of Health regarding unbearable 
stencheés arising from the river after 
long drouths. The complainants declare 
that under such circumstances the river 
runs practically all sewage. 

Engineer Pitzman wrote to the Board 
of Public Improvements as follows re- 
garding his plan: 

River des Peres, where it en- 
ters Forest Park. drains an area of 
about °12,000 acres, and during heavy 
storms the river rises about 15 feet. It 
floods from 160 to 260 acres within the 
boundaries of Forest Park and causes 
heavy damage to the factories near 
Cheltenham, 

“The exeessive damage caused by 
these floods is partially due to the fact 
that the River des Peres, from the north 
line of Forest Park to the Mississippi 
River at Carondelet, is very crooked. 
It measures about 16% miles along its 
resent course, whereas it could easily 

straightened so as to be reduced in 
length to about 9% miles. 


Park Should Be Reclaimed. 


“As this part of the park is nearest 
to the residence portion of the cifty. 
Ream 
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| sugeest the digging of a new channel | 
for the river, in a graceful curved align- 
mént to the Mississippi River, south of 
Carondelet. The length of the chan- 
nel would be about 37,000 feet to Main 
street and. the cost, inclusive of the 
expense of filling up the present channel 
and sodding the slopes of the new one, 
would be about $10 per foot, or $370,000. 
“T understand that the Sewér Com-' 
missioner has been at work for some 
time on the plan for straightening the 
River Des Peres, and intends to prepare 
an ordinance for condemnation, and in 
order to do this economically, I sug- 
gest the opening of a boulevard 300 to 
400 feet in width along the projected 
channel, extending from a point in the 
south line of Forest Park east of its 
southwest corner on graceful curved 
lines to Grand avenue in Carondelet. 
“From the point near Grand avenue 
the boulevard might be carried through

made of it, especially as this part is 
well timbered and as it will take 2 
years to create shade in that portion 
of the park used by the World's Fair.

NOT CONTRIBUTING 


Chairman of Both Parties Say 
Funds Are From Popular 
Subscriptions. 
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MUST PRESENT REPORTS

Farty Managers Scan Offerings 
to Prevent Any “Special 
Interest’? Kind. 


The chairman of the Democratic 
and Republican State committees are 
authority for the statement that the 
corporations are not contributing this 
year to the campaign fund of either 
party in Missouri. 

The Republicans are receiving sub- 
scriptions from the postmasters 
throughout the State, but Secretary 
McCoy denies that they are being so- 
licited. 

“We have received more than $3000 
thus far in popular subscriptions,’’ said 
Mr. McCoy. ‘‘The amount of each sub- 
scription varies from 50 cents to $5. 

“Occasionally we get a $10 bill, but 
not often. 

“It takes a lot of money to carry on 
a State campaign, and we are holding 
financial expenditures within economical 
limits this year.,”’ 

In the campaign of 1904 the corpora- 
‘ions, or their agents, contributed 
largely to the Democratic and Republi- 
can campaign funds. 3 

The brewers alone put up $31,000 for 
the benefit of the Republican party. On 
the other hand, four of the most promi- 
nent attorneys connected with fran- 
chise corporations contriubted $5000 to 
the Democratic exchequer. 

An inquiry conducted by a legislative 
committee at Jefferson City revealed 
these subscriptions and led to charges 
and counter charges by Republican and 
Democratic speakers. 


Must Report Contributions, 


('nder the corrupt practice act the 
treasurer of a campaign committee is 
required to make a report of all moneys 
received and for what purpose dis- 
bursed. It had been the custom of both 
parties to ignore this statute until the 


gubernatorial campaign, two years ago. 

Now that the subscriptions are being 
closely scanned, the party managers are 
careful that no ‘‘special interest’ as 
such he permitted to appear as a con- 
tributor, 

Democratic leaders are freely charging 
that the liquor interests are putting up 
a big slush fund for the Republicans in 
this campaign. That charge is un- 
founded, according to Secretary McCoy. 

“The brewers haven't put up a dollar 
and they won't be asked for money,” 
said he. 

Each committee requires from $15,000 
to $20,000 for actual expenses incidental 
to an active campaign of six months. 

From this it is apparent that if the 
popular subscription rule is to apply, at 
least 15,000 Republeans and as many 
Democrats must come forward with §1 
each, :

Reservoir Leak Believed to 
Have Stopped Flow Into 
Spring House. 





PIPING ERROR BLAMED 





Old Employes Say Spring Has 
Never Acted in Like Man- 
ner Before. 


Although the action of the famous 
Wells spring in Forest Park in refusing 
to flow into the spring house, about 
fifteen hundred feet from King’s high- 
way, in the southern part of the park, 
is puzzling Park Commissioner Aull, it 
is the opinion of Parkkeeper John 
Ratchford that the trouble is only tem- 
porary and is caused by leakage in the 
reservoirs from which the spring water 
is drawn. | 

About a week ago the water ceased 
to flow into the basin in the spring 
house, and to all appearances the sprin 
appeared to be going dry. An investi- 
gation by Parkkeeper Ratchford dis- 
covered that the water was flowing un- 
der the concrete floor of the spring 
basin, but the source of the supply was 


not apparent. 
The three reservoirs that supply the 


spring north of the spring house were 
then dug up and the water was found to 
be about three inches below the level of 
the pipe leading to the spring house. 
The wells of the reservoir were then 
cemented down as far as the water lev- 
el, but this failed to cause the water to 
rise. These reservoirs are from 10 to 
12 feet ge 4 and there is no way of 
emptying them without a foree pump. 
Parkkeeper Ratchford believes that a 
big leak is in the lower part of these 
reservoirs. 

Ratchford says the supply of water is 
as strong as ever. This is evidenced 
from the flow from the old outlet of 
the spring into the River des Peres, 50 
feet from the spring house. This outlet 
has been dug up since the water ceased 
to flow in the spring house. Here the 
water comes through a six-inch pipe 
that has been plugged up temporarily 
to increase the supply. The outflow of 
water here is sufficient, Ratchford says, 
to fill a three-inch pipe. 

Ratchford says this is the first time in 
nearly 50 years the wre: has acted this 
way.

These Will Be the Main Attractions at First Boxing Tournament of 
the M. A. C.—Kirk,Credited With a Desire to Get 
a Crack at Lydon Himself. 


Tred Jones of the M. A. C. vs. Oliver 
Kirk. also of the same club, and Joe 
Lydon of the M. A.-C. vs. William Bak- 
er of the Crescent A. C. will be the 
star bouts of the first amateur boxing 
tournament of the season, which will 
be held in the Missouri A. C. gymnas- 
jum.Oct. 20.

Kirk has more 
experience and can hit harder than 
Jones. It should be a pretty bout. 


Look at Lydon, Will You? 
As for Lydon and baker, wei, it will 


be wallop and swing, hammer and ‘tongs 
from stait to finish. Last winter Ly- 
don, weighing 135 pounds, met Baker 
in the 145-pound division. Baker is a 
strong husky fellow, who does not ap- 
parently know when he is hit. 

Lydon cut loose and belted Baker 
first on one side of the head and then 
the other. The gloves making connec- 
tions sounded like a big bass drum. 
Baker, in his slow I'll-get-there-some- 
how way, kept walking right in, and 
on several occasions, Just as a reminder 
to Lydon, shoved” home a jolt to the 
Snort ribs, that made the M. A. C. light- 








weight champion smile pleasantly. which 
is a sure sign that he does not like the 
Way the battle ts breaking. 

Lydon could not stop Baker, but he 
won the decision. Baker's friends some 
time ago wanted to match him against 
Lydon for a side wager, but Lydon did 
not want to fight for money. He wants 
Baker to make 140 pounds for the com- 
ing bout, which it is said Baker can do.

Jones 
are all working and he*ping each other 
train and get in condition as the result 
of Oliver Kirk's challenge which comes 
through friends that he can beat the 
whole M. A. ©. boxing team as it stands 
at present, barring Frank Geschke, the 
158-pound man. 


Kirk Hers Them on His List. 

Kirk named Haller, Lydon and 
Schneider as the men he intends to trim 
this season. Schneider says if Kirk will 
make 115 pounds for him, which Kirk 
declared he will, that he (Schneider) 
will, in His own words: ‘‘Tear Kirk's 
block off."’ Lydon. who weighs 135 
pounds, stung by Kirk’s statement, de- 
clared not long ago that any time that 
Kirk wants to put on the gloves with 
him that he is welcome to do so and 
that he need not wait for a tournament, 
but that any evening whenever he is 
ready that they can do what Jeffries 
offered to do with Jack Johnson: Go 
into the boxing room, lock the door, 
throw the key through the transom and 
put on the gloves. Meanwhile Haller. 
who has won and lost a decision to 
Kirk. is figuring what he is going to do 
to Oliver when he gets a chance. 

Then. too. Fred Jones, has the bee 
in his bonnet that he is a better boxer 
and fighter than Kirk and that he wil! 
take Oliver’s' measure. Meanwhile, 
Kirk, in a confident, I-can-take-of-my- 
self manner, is training at the Youngs 
Men s Club. Kirk, when the time comes, 
will meet all the men, as Kirk certainly 
has confidence in his skill with the 
gloves, 

It seems the reason that Kirk is not 
especially fond of Lydon or Schneider is 
owing to a little trouble the boys had 
while on their way to N. A. A. U. Gham- 
pionship tournament at Frisco last 
spring. Bob Gresham sided with Kirk 
and Lydon, Schneider and Geschke 
pulled the other way. At any rate the 
rivalrv is bound to result in some fine 
and dandy sluggings from now until the 
dandelions sprout again.

BRITONS AND HARVARD ~ 


ARE QUITE EXCLUSIVE 


——$ + 
Coxswain Blagden of Beaten Crew Thinks That Englishmen Never 
Would Consent to Meet the Hoi Polloi of the World in Open 
Rowing Races—Do Not Want Foreigners at Henley. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Francis M. 
Blagden, coxswain of the Marvard crew, 
recently defeated by Cambridge, gave 
his views yesterday on the suggestion 
for an American rowing cup as well 
as an international crew race that has 
met with so much favor in rowing cir- 
cles recently. 

Mr. Blagden said he recognized that 
an international contest, if it could be 
arranged, would give a much-needed- 
popularity to rowing and would be an 
excellent thing for the sport itself. He 
gave as his opinion, however, that the 
plan does not seem practicable. 

“In the first place,”’ said Mr. Blag- 
den, ‘‘you would find unsurmountabie 
opposition in England. The _ feeling 
aniong those that support and partici- 
pate in the Henley regatta is decidedly 
against the admission of foreign crews. 
I talked with many English oarsmen 


during my visit and I received the dis-} 


tinct impression that they do not care 
to compete against outsiders. 
Foreign Crews Barred. 

Of course, the Belgians will have to 
be aimittea next year, having won at 
Henley this last season. But I have it 
on good authority that if an English 
crew wins the regatta next time for- 
eign crews will be debarred thereafter. 
Rowing men and the public generally 
in Great Britain prefer to keep the 
affair strictly British. 

“An occasional meeting between Amer- 


ican and British crews on the Thames 
would meet approval. But I do not be- 
lieve that another American entry at 
Henley would be welcomed, and under 
no circumstances could any British 
crew be induced to compete in_ this 
country. If America should win the 
va tg 2 I cannot conceive of a 
crew from Great Britain coming here 
as challenger.’’ 

Mr. Blagden was asked if the visit of 
Harvard had not accomplished some- 
thing toward dissipating the prejudice 
against foreign contestants, at least as 
far as America is concerned. 

“I do not think so,” replied Mr. Blag- 
den, “The Vesper incident was not 
helpful in establishing a desire to ad- 





mit contestants from thie country. It 
created considerable antagonism for 
what was afterward found to be a 


partly professional crew to race at Hen- 
ley as American amateurs. 

‘The action, too, of the Cornell crew 
in 1895 has not been forgotten and is 
even more a subject of remark than 
the Vesper affair. On that occasion the 
starting gun was fired before Leander 
was ready, and Cornell rowed over the 
course alone. The Americans were tech- 
nically in the right, but the English 
chose to regard the proceeding as un- 
sportsmanlike. I eould never detect 
much enthusiasm when possible future 
contests with Americans were spoken 
of in the presence of English oarsmen.”’ 

“What do do think will be the atti- 
tude of Harvard towards the interna- 
tional cup race?” 

‘In my opinion both the student body 
and the faculty will be oppoged to it,’”’ 
said Mr. Blagden, frankly. ‘‘Harvard 
and Yale prefer to make their annual 
meeting a dual affair. This feeling is 
not caused bv hostility toward other 
competitors, but by the great rivalry be- 
tween the two untversities, which causes 
minor rivalries to be lost sight of and 
demands an exclusive race between the 
respective crews. 

Students Want Dual Race. 

“TIT think the students of both universi- 
ties want. their crews to train for the 
contest that interests them most and to 
bend every energy toward winning it. I 
have noticed that many Harvard men 
are determined that a Harvard crew 
shall never again race on the Hudson.” 

Mr. Blagden then referred to the dif- 
ficulty of holding elimination trials to 
determine the champion American crew. 

“There is no course in the country 
that could hold all the contestants and 
no crew cares to row the number of 
races that a series of heats would neces- 
sitate. Even if the entries were limited 
to the universities, the task of deter- 
mining the best crew. would be very 
difficult. As a matter of fact the opin- 
ion is growing among oarsmen that the 
two-crew race is the ideal race.’’ 

Mr. Blagden spoke highly of the cour- 
tesy accorded the Harvard crew during 
its visit.

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—Moving pictures 
of a great ring contest are hardly 
things to judge, because of the uncer- 
tuinty of the angles at which the 
cumera Catches the men, but they show 
certain events to the public and the 
public is left to wrangle over them. 
The Gans-Nelson fight pictures were 
run off in private last night 
and they cast considerable light 
upon the gensational incidents that 
have cropped up since the  con- 
test.

Now that is what the fight pictures 
show. Fight pictures are bad things. to 
judge. for the reason that things happen 
so quickly, that one cannot see all that 
happens, and it is necessary to watch 
them many times and each time give 
heed to only one incident to get a° good 
idea of what is going on. 

In the view of the pictures last nigtht 
both Billy Nolan 
a@hieved victories. The pictures ‘give 
Nolan a point on his statement. that 
Siler did not see the foul blow. but they 
give Siler a point by showing that at 
no time during the contest did he have 
his back turned to the fight. Of that 
there is not the slightest doubt.Neither 
is Ithere any doubt of the fact that 
Nelson fought a rough battle. 

In the matter of the foul, the pictures 
do not show it very clearly. . The “men 
seem to be at close quarters and just 
coming out of a close embrace. when 
Nelson starts a punch. Réferee Siler is 
shown behind Nelson and in such a po- 
silion that it seems impossible for him 
to see where the blow landed. unless 
he could look right through Nelson’s 
body. Gens eoes down and  writhes 
around © the floor. Siler orders .Nelson 
to his corner and the Dane stands away 
bewildered and looking around as if un- 
certain what is happening. Siler bends 
over Gans and apnesrs to be making an 

Then the crowd surges’ in 
camera and the rest is. lost 
the seconds of the colored man 
are seen madlv wavine towels.” Nolan 
says that he rushed into the rine and 
demanded an examination bv a doctor. 
but the picture does not show them. 

Siler's version of this round Iis‘a. lit- 
tle different He savs that when the 
foul occurred the gnen were fully two 
feet anart and that he wa« immediate- 
Iv at Nelson's right and distinctly saw 
the blow.

Gans deliberately held Nelson’s glove 
under his arm and continued. this 
throughout the final rounds. All this 
time Neison was fighting'*close in and 
working with both hands to the body 
when he had: them-free. The effect 
of this. method of fighting is’ plainly 
shown by the fact that after several 
rounds Gans went to this corner and 
vomited violently, showing that the 
punishment was. having its — effect. 
This. thing happened after the forty- 
first round also.
